TOPEKA. Kas., March 2.—f.P)— 
A noted psy chiatrist said today 
medical science has a means of 
relieving hopelessly ill patients 
of unbearable pain without re­ 
sorting to so-called mercy killings. 
The method, said Dr. Karl Men- 
ninger, is a delicate brain opera­ 
tion known as the pre-frontal lo- 
botomy . 
“Just now the public is inter­ 
ested in so-called mercy killings,” 
he said in an interview. ‘‘This is 
a mercy operation—not a killing.” 
He added that the operation could 
be considered only as a last re­ 
sort and should be used only when 
all other means of treatment fail. 
Dr. Menninger said that in the 
lobotomy , the doctor takes a small 
portion of the front lobe of the 
brain which is a sensative point— 
a relay —out of the head. 
“Pain of any 
organic 
disease 
can be relieved by the lobotomy 
operation,” he said. “But the pa­ 
tient’s outlook on life must not be 
more than six months, aithouhg 
we have many who are living sev­ 
eral y ears after such an operation 
has been performed.” 
The psy chiatrist 
pointed 
out 
that the operation is not new*. He 
said it had been used at the Win­ 
ter general veterans hospital here 
for the last five y ears. Dr. Men­ 
ninger is a consulting psy chiaktrist 
at the hospital.

—Farmers’ income from market­ 
ings fell sharply in all except five 
states last y ear, the agriculture 
department reported today . Cash 
receipts were up in Florida, Tex­ 
as, New Mexico, Arizona and Del­ 
aware as compared with 1948 . 
Missouri 
and 
Kansas 
were 
among the top ten states last y ear. 
Missouri ranked sixth with a total 
of $9 44,357,000 against $1,08 5,717,- 
000 in 1948 . 
Kansas w’^as eighth 
with $933,576,000 in 1949, com­ 
pared with $1,130,319 ,000 the pre­ 
vious y ear. 
Higher prices for citrus fruits 
pushed Florida farmers’ 1949 re­ 
ceipts up 19 per cent, tops for the 
nation percentagewise.

U. s. Needs Mo re Jo bs

W ASH ING TO N— The 
Coun cil o f 
Eco no m ic 
Ad visers has just presen ted a secret, 3 -page 
an alysis of the coun try’s econ omic pro blem s to 
the Presid en t. Here in brief is what Trum an’s 
ad visers told him: 
The major problem facin g the coun try tod ay 
is the sharp rise in un employmen t. In Jan uary, 
un employmen t set a record postwar high, with 


4 1-^ million out of work—almost a million higher 
than the previous mon th. Un employmen t is n ow 
at 7 per cen t of the totfil labor force, again st 
on ly a little over 4 per cen t on e year ago. The 
in crease of a million in the ran ks of the un ­ 
employed in a 30-d ay period is con sid erably 
more than would n ormally occur at this time 
of year. 
Partly offsettin g the poor un employmen t pic­ 
ture is the high level of home con struction , busi­ 
n ess loan s an d ban k clearin gs. In ad d ition , those 
people who are still employed have n ot received 
an y appreciable pay cuts. 
In gen eral, the presen t situation , while w ar­ 
ran tin g the closest stud y, is n ot as yet alarmin g. 
The basic problem is on e of expan d in g the 
Un ited States econ omy fast en ough to absorb 
the ev’er-in creasin g n umber of people available 
to work. Durin g 1949, for example, the labor 
force in creased by 1,300,000. Tod ay’s high level 
of un employmen t is d ue to the failure of the 
econ omy to grow sufficien tly d urin g 1949. 
The presen t econ omic situation caUs for action 
alon g three major lin es: The d evelopmen t of a 
program to stimulate busin ess in vestmen t, plan ­ 
n in g for large public works expen d itures an d 
in creased atten tion to local areas of severe 
un employmen t; con tin ued govern men t spen d in g 
in ord er to pour mon ey in to the econ omic stream 
(d efen se spen d in g, social security, un employ­ 
men t compen sation , veteran s’ ben efits an d so 
on ) an d the rapid settlemen t of the coal strike 
before coal shortages sen d a chain reaction 
of un employmen t throughout the n ation . 
Few econ omists in Washin gton go alon g with 
the Presid en t’s ad visers when they min imize 
the econ omic d an ger sign als. Other econ omic 
experts con sid er the sharp an d un expected in ­ 
crease in jobless to be a serious econ omic storm 
sign al. 
On eof the most tragic aspects of the un em­ 
ploymen t picture is that men of 40 an d over, 
with growd n g families, have been hard est hit. 


There is good reason why Guy Gabrielson , 
the frien d ly G.O.P. n ation al chairman , is sittin g 
back pleased as pun ch d espite the hullaballoo 
over the Republican policy statemen t. In little 
over six mon ths, the New Jersey man has ac­ 
complished the impossible. He has n ot on ly 
pulled the limpin g G.O.P. out of d ebt, but has 
put more than $200,000 in its coffers. 
When Gabrielson was elected chairman by 
the skin of his teeth, the n ation al committee 
was ban krupt an d had bill collectors beatin g 
on the d oor. Gabrielson ’s job of payin g the 
bills was d on e with the help of Douglas Stewart, 
presid en t of Quaker Oats, an d former Sen ator 
Sin clair Weeks of Massachusetts. 


Last Jun e, after a hud d le of lawyers in Birm­ 
in gham, Ala., an importan t in come tax fraud 
case wase sen t back to the Justice d epartmen t 
in Washin gton where it was marked “closed ,” 
“n o prosecution .” The case in volved Joe Mitchell 
an d Sam Ripps of Mobile, who were alleged 
to have profited from the sale of jewelry to 
arm y post exchan ges d urin g the war an d then 
cheated the- govern men t out of in come taxes. 
On December 16, 1 94 9, this column published 
the story of the Ripps-Mitchell scan d al, in clud ­ 
in g the fact that they were d efen d ed in Birm­ 
in gham by Ben Lead er, former law partn er of 
John Hill, Un ited States attorn ey, the man who 
was supposed to prosecute them. Hill issued 
a gen eral d en ial. 
However, the Justice d epartmen t, with some 
of the n ew facts d isclosed by this column , re­ 
open ed the Ripps-Mitchell case. An d last week, 
in Mobile, the men were in d icted .

WASHINGTON — (NEA)— Political 
potato 
soup is gettin g thicker. Illin ois Sen . Scott W. 
Lucas’ proposed farm bill amen d men ts to en d 
all govern men t potato price supports un til m ar­ 
ketin g quotas are established has hit commercial 
potato growers right between the eyes. It even 
has the D epartm en t of Agriculture worried . 
Secretary of Agriculture Charles F. Bran n an 
has been yellin g for Con gress to d o somethin g 
about the potato situation . But the fear is n ow 
that the Lucas proposal goes too fast an d too far. 
It would put the govern men t in the position 
of goin g back on its an n oun ced promises to 
support the 1950 crop of potatoes at 60 per cen t 
of parity—or an average of $1.01 per bushel. 
The Lucas proposal could n ot affect 1950 
potatoes alread y plan ted in the Southern states. 
But it might, of course, d en y supports to North­ 
ern stales where plan tin g comes much later. 
This would be d iscrimin ation which Northern 
potato growers would n aturally resen t. 
Fin ally, the Lucas proposal w’ould d en y aU 


future price supports un less the commercial 
potato growers agreed to marketin g quotas. 
An importan t d istin ction here has to be mad e 
between what the Departmen t of Agriculture 
refers to as marketin g “agreemen ts” an d m ar­ 
ketin g “quotas.” Marketin g agreemen ts cover 
on ly the grad in g an d sackin g of potatoes ac­ 
cord in g to size an d quality. About 85 per cen t 
of the 1950 potato crop will be un d er marketin g 
agreemen ts. Their effect was to have on ly the 
top-grad e potatoes go to market. 
Marketinr Quo tas Limit Yield 
Marketin g quotas, however, cover the quan tity 
prod uction of potatoes. In ord er to. beat acreage 
allotmen ts which the Departmen t of Agriculture 
imposes as a con d ition to receivin g price sup­ 
ports, potato growers plan ted their rows closer 
together an d used more fertilizer. Un d er m ar­ 
ketin g quotas, they would n ot be permitted to 
in crease their yield s in this way. Grow’ers would 
have to limit their prod uction to a specified 
n umber of bushels of potatoes they would m ar­ 
ket, in ord er to be eligible for price supports. 
The legal proced ure for establishin g m arket­ 
in g quotas is closely prescribed . The issue of 
whether to impose quotas is submitted to com­ 
mercial potato growei’s for a vote. Two-third s 
of the growers must vote in favor of quotas 
before they can be put in effect. 
Tryin g to forecast a timetable on how quotas 
could be imposed on 1950 potatoes shows w’hat 
kin d of trouble the govern men t might be lettin g 
itself in for if the Lucas proposals passed Con ­ 
gress. They are n ow in the form of rid ers to 
a 
bill 
amen d in g 
cotton 
acreage 
limitation s. 
Assume these amen d men ts 
could 
be rushed 
through Con gress by the en d of February. 
It 
would then take two or three mon ths for the 
Departmen t of Agriculture to prin t ballots, d is­ 
tribute them, have the farmers vote by mail 
an d tabulate the results. 
It would thus be some time in May before 
the quotas could be calculated an d assign ed . 
By that time n early all U. S. potatoes are 
plan ted . An d , of course, there is always the 
risk that the quotas might be voted d owm by 
a third or more of the 20,000 U, S. commercial 
growers who plan ted three acres or more in 
potatoes last year. 
Lucas Stirs Po litical Rumblings 
Sen ator Lucas’ in terest in pushin g through 
his proposal to en d potato price supports un less 
quotas are imposed is, of course, well in ten - 
tion ed . It is aimin g at en d in g quickly what has 
become a n ation al scan d al on potato price sup­ 
port paymen ts. Illin ois is n ot a major potato 
prod ucin g state. It had on ly about 1200 acres 
in commercial potatoes last year—about 1 per 
cen t of the U. S. total. 
Illin ois corn farmers, however, have a gen uin e 
in terest in this issue. If the potato price sup­ 
port thin g gets an y worse, the whole price- 
support program may be en d an gered for all 
other crops. 
In view of objection s 
from 
the 
Nation al 
Potato Coun cil—the growers’ trad e association 
an d Washin gton lobby—it is possible that the 
Lucas proposals will be ton ed d own . They might 
be mad e to apply to the 1951 crop, for in stan ce. 
That would mean the govern men t would have 
to mud d le through, somehow, un d er the presen t 
program for 1950, at a loss of $80,000,000 to 
$100,000,000. 
What the Departmen t of Agriculture is I'eally 
afraid of is that if the potato rules are n ow 
chan ged in the mid d le of a crop year, it will 
un d ermin e the farmers’ con fid en ce in all other 
govern men t promises. 
The Lucas proposals would , however, take 
the d epartmen t off a $100,000,000 hook, an d 
that might be the simplest solution for a sorry 
mess.

Good , but n ot good en ough; 
for while there would be temporary respite an d a lettin g d own 
of ten sion s, yet they would tighten up again as the prospect 
loomed up of havin g to meet the same situation . 
The remed y 
was a mere temporizin g, for the relief was on ly temporary. 
(4) To try to d o as on e woman said she d id is good , but 
also n ot good en ough: "’When filled with resen tmen ts I would 
go to the pian o an d ban g out my resen tmen ts through Mozart’s 
Son ata.s, with apologies to Mozart.” That would give temporary 
relief an d act as a feelin g d rain er, but it d id n ot tackle the 
causes. 
(5) Nor will it d o to n urse our resen tmen ts in our min d s. 
That on ly makes them worse. 
They will carry over in to the 
w’hole of life an d spoil it. 
On e woman said that when she 
en tered the quiet lime for prayer, the on ly thin g she could d o 
when she became quiet was "to chew on my resen tmen ts.” The 
quiet time simply brought to the surface what was a con tin uous 
fact—a n ursed grievan ce. 
All of these method s are attempts to heal over a boil. 
An d 
to heal over a boil is a d an gerous act—it may d rive the poison 
in . 
The poison must be d rawn up an d out. 
O my father, 1 am tempted to do ev ery thiiif abo ut these 
resentments—ev ery thing ex cept the o ne thing I must do : get 
them up and o ut.

Penalty cards

a bone of contention. 
Th e easi­ 
est way to get around th em is to 
carefully count your points before 
melding. Here’s wh at sh ould h ave 
h appened to one of my readers 
wh o didn’t: 
Q—I h ad 2 kings and a joker 
down on th e table, but th ey were 
penalty cards. 
On th e previous 
round I h ad melded 3 kings and a 
joker, not sufficient for our mini­ 
mum requirement of 9 0. 
I h ad 
discarded one of th e kings. At h is 
turn my partner melded 9 0 points, 
but th e next player, my righ t-h and 
opponent, went out. 
I claimed th at as long as my 
partner h ad made an initial meld, 
my joker and 2 kings counted as a 
meld. 
Th e opponents said th ey 
counted as if th ey were in my 
h and. 
Was I righ t? 
A—No. Your opponents were 
righ t. 
Penalty cards count th e 
same as if th ey were in your h and 
until you eith er discard th em or 
meld th em. If th e play h ad come 
around to you again, you migh t 
h ave elected to use your joker in 
some oth er fash ion, and leave th e 
2 kings as penalty cards. 
But in 
any case, until you h ave a turn to 
play, th ey remain penalty cards. 


Q—My friend A. h ad enough 
count in h is own h and to meld 9 0, 
h is initial requirement, but h e 
wanted th e pack. Th e up-card was 
a ten. 
He put down 2 tens, and 
took th e up-card of th e pack, th en 
melded enough cards from h is 
h and to meet th e minimum count 
of 9 0. Now h e took anoth er ten 
from h is h and and added it to th e 
3 tens already on th e board, after 
wh ich h e picked up th e pack. Did 
h e h ave th e righ t to take th e pack, 
since h e did not need th at up-card 
to complete h is initial meld, h av­ 
ing anoth er ten in h is h and wh ich 
would h ave completed it with out 
th e ten on top of th e pack? 
A—Yes, your friend h ad a per­ 
fect righ t to take th e pack in th is 
situation. 
Th e top card of th e 
pack may be used (but no oth er 
card of th e pack) in counting to 
th e minimum for th e initial meld, 
regardless of wh eth er or not th e 
player would be able to complete 
h is initial meld from h is own h and 
with out th e up-card.

“It w'as never that high,” Stew­ 
art declared, adding, “the strike 
ahvays w^as called fro m the arm 
pits to the knees.” 
Discussing the mixups and fly­ 
ing blo cks players use trying to 
breakup the do uble play, Stew’art 
said that hencefo rth the base run ­ 
ner must make a sincere effo rt to 
go fo r the bag and no t fo r the 
infieider. 
Slight Change in Balk Rule 
The pitchers’ balk rule has been 
changed slightly. 
One sectio n o f the balk rule 
used to read that the pitcher, with 
men o n base, m ust co me to “a 
co mplete sto p” after taking his 
stretch. This year the rule is mo re 
definite and times the sto p at o ne 
seco nd. 
Ano ther change co ncerns pick­ 
ing runners o ff base. If a pitcher

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Brain Operation 
Relieves Pain 


TOPEKA, Kas., March 2.—f.P>— 


A noted psychiatrist said todny 
medical science has a' means of 
relieving hopelessly 
ill patients 


of unbearable pain without re- 
sorting to so-called mercy killings. 


The method, said Dr. Karl Mcn- 


ninger, is a delicate brain opera- 
tion known as the pre-frontal lo- 
botomy. 


"Just now the public is inter- 


ested in so-called mercy killings," 
he said in an interview. ."This is 
a mercy operation—not a killing." 
He added that the operation could 
be considered only as a last re- 
sort and should be used only when 
all other means of treatment fail. 


Dr. Menningcr said that in the 


lobolomy, the doctor takes a small 
portion of the front lobe of the 
brain which is a sensativc point— 
a relay—out of the head. 


"Pain of: any 
organic 
disease 


can be relieved by the lobotomy 
operation," he said. "But the pa- 
tient's outlook on life must not be 
more than six months, althouhg 
we have many who are living sev- 
eral years after such an operation 
has been performed." 


The psychiatrist 
pointed out 


that the operation is not new. He 
said it had been used at the Win- 
ter general veterans hospital here 
for the last five years. Dr. Wen- 
ninger is a consulting psychiatrist 
at the hospital.

—Farmers' income from market- 
ings fell sharply in all except five 
states last year, the agriculture 
department reported today. Cash 
receipts were up in Florida, Tex- 
as. New Mexico, Arizona and Del- 
aware as compared with 1948.

among the top ten states last year. 
Missouri ranked sixth with a total 
of S944.357.000 against $1,085,717,- 
000 in 1948. Kansas was eighth 
with $933,576,000 in 1949, com- 
pared with $1,130,319,000 the pre- 
vious year. 


Higher prices for citrus fruits 


pushed Florida farmers' 1949 re- 
ceipts up 19 per cent, tops for the 
nation percentagewise.

Dakota, with a 32 per cent de- 
cline, resulting mostly from small- 
er marketings and .lower prices 
for wheat and flaxseed.

The stomach is a most import- 


ant organ and many things can 
go wrong with it, both real and 
imaginary. 
The first two ques- 


tions in today's batch are typical 
of those which worry a great 
many people. 


Q—I had a perforation in the 


stomach, was rushed to the hos- 
pital by a police ambulance and 
operated on immediately. 
The 


doctor just had time to repair the 
perforation. 
Is the spot where 


the ulcer was and the perforation 
just as strong now after the op- 
eration as it was before the per- 
foration developed? 


J. A. R. 


A—When 
the 
perforation 
or 


hole in your stomach developed, 
it allowed the contents of the 
stomach to escape into the ab- 
dominal cavity — or would have 
in a short time. 
When the sur- 


geon repaired the perforation, he 
probably cut around the hole and 
sewed healthy parts 01 the stom- 
ach together again. What else he 
did depends on where the ulcer 
was located. 
The areas sewed 


together are sometimes more li- 
able to the formation of new ul- 
cers. 
Except for that slight risk, 


however, your stomac> should be 
as good as ever. 


Q—Is there such a thing as a 


nervous stomach? If there is what 
can be done for it? 
R. A. W. 


A—There is no disease called a 


"nervous stomach." 
Nevertheless 


it is well known that the nervous 
system has a great effect on the 
actions of the stomach. 
Some 


people are so susceptible that 
they will become nauseated and 
vomit under conditions of great 
nervous strain. 
What one can 


say then is that the stomach is 
highly susceptible to excitement, 
anger and other emotions even 
though there is no disease which 
goes under the name of nervous 
stomach. What can be done for it 
is another matter. 
If there is 


nothing wrong with the stomach 
itself, a good line of attack might 
be to lead a calmer life.

U. S. Needs More Jobs 


By Drew Pearson 


WASHINGTON—The Council of Economic 


Advisers has just presented a secret, 3-page 
analysis of the country's economic problems to 
the President. Here in brief is what Truman's 
advisers told him: 


The major problem facing the country today 


is the sharp rise in unemployment. In January, 
unemployment set a record postwar high, with 
4% million out of work—almost a million higher 
than the previous month. Unemployment is now 
'at 7 per cent of the total labor force, against 
only a little over 4 per cent one year ago. The 
increase of a million in the ranks of the un- 
employed in a 30-day period is considerably 
more than would normally occur at this time 
of year. 


Partly offsetting the poor unemployment pic- 


ture is the high level of home construction, busi- 
ness loans and bank clearings. In addition, those 
people who are still employed have not received 
any appreciable pay cuts. 


In general, the present situation, while war- 


ranting the closest study, is not as yet alarming. 
The basic problem is one of expanding tha 
United States economy fast enough to absorb 
the ever-increasing number of people available 
to work. During 1949, for example, the labor 
force increased by 1,300,000. Today's high level 
of unemployment is due to the failure of the 
economy to grow sufficiently during 1949. 


The present economic situation calls for action 


along three major lines: The development of • 
program to stimulate business investment, plan- 
ning for large public works expenditures and 
Increased attention to local areas of severe 
unemployment; continued government spending 
in order to pour money into the economic stream 
(defense spending, social security, unemploy- 
ment compensation, veterans' benefits and so 
on) and the rapid settlement of the coal strike 
before coal shortages send a chain reaction 
of unemployment throughout ,the nation. 


Few economists in Washington go along with 


the President's advisers when they minimize 
the economic danger signals. Other economic 
experts consider the sharp and unexpected in- 
crease in jobless to be a serious economic storm 
signal. 


On eof the most tragic aspects of the unem- 


ployment picture is that men of 40 and over, 
with growing families, have been hardest hit. 


There is good reason why Guy Gabrielson, 


the friendly G.O.P. national chairman, is sitting 
back pleased as punch despite the hullaballoo 
over the Republican policy statement. In little 
over six months, the New Jersey man has ac- 
complished the impossible. He has not only 
pulled the limping G.O.P. out of debt, but has 
put more than $200,000 in its coffers. 


When Gabrielson was elected chairman by 


the skin of his teeth, the national committee 
was bankrupt and had bill collectors beating 
on the door. Gabrielson's job of paying the 
bills was done with the help of Douglas Stewart, 
president of Quaker Oats, and former Senator 
Sinclair Weeks of Massachusetts. 


Last June, after a huddle of lawyers in Birm- 


ingham, Ala., an important income tax fraud 
case wase sent back to the Justice department 
In Washington where it was marked "closed," 
"no prosecution." The case involved Joe Mitchell 
and Sam Ripps of Mobile, who were alleged 
to have profited from the sale of jewelry to 
army post exchanges during the war and then 
cheated the- government out of income taxes. 


On December 16, 1949, this column published 


the story of the Ripps-Mitchell scandal, includ- 
ing the fact that they were defended in Birm- 
ingham by Ben Leader, former law partner of 
John Hill, United States attorney, the man who 
was supposed to prosecute them. Hill issued 
a general denial. 


However, the Justice department, with some 


of the new facts disclosed by this column, .re- 
opened the Ripps-Mitchell case. And last week, 
in Mobile, the men were indicted.

In Hoi Political Potato Soup

WASHINGTON —(NBA)— Political 
potato 


soup is getting thicker. Illinois Sen. Scott W. 
Lucas" proposed farm bill amendments to end 
all government potato price supports until mar- 
keting quotas are established has hit commercial 
potato growers right between the eyes. It even 
has the Department of Agriculture worried. 


Secretary of Agriculture Charles F. Brannan 


has been yelling for Congress to do something 
about the potato situation. But the fear is now 
that the Lucas proposal goes too fast and too far. 


It would put the government in the position 


of going back on its announced promises to 
support the 1950 crop of potatoes at 60 per cent 
of parity—or an average of $1.01 per bushel. 


The Lucas proposal could not affect 1950 


potatoes already planted in the Southern states. 
But it might, of course, deny supports to North- 
ern states where planting comes much later. 
This would be discrimination which Northern 
potato growers would naturally resent. 


Finally, the Lucas proposal would deny all 


future price supports unless the commercial 
potato growers agreed to marketing quotas. 


An important distinction here has to be made 


between what the Department of Agriculture 
refers to as marketing "agreements" and mar- 
keting "quotas." Marketing agreements 
cover 


only the grading and sacking of potatoes ac- 
cording to size and quality. About 85 per cent 
of the 1950 potato crop will be under marketing 
agreements. Their effect was to have only the 
top-grade potatoes go to market. 


Marketing Quotas Limit Yield 
Marketing quotas, however, cover the quantity 


production of potatoes. In order to. beat acreage 
allotments which the Department of Agriculture 
imposes as a condition to receiving price sup- 
ports, potato growers planted their rows closer 
together and used more fertilizer. Under mar- 
keting quotas, they would not be permitted to 
increase their yields in this way. Growers would 
have to limit their production to a specified 
number of bushels of potatoes they would mar- 
ket, in order to be eligible for price supports. 


The legal procedure for establishing market- 


ing quotas is closely presciibed. The issue of 
whether to impose quotas is submitted to com- 
mercial potato growers for a vote. Two-thirds 
of the growers must vote in favor of quotas 
before they can be put in effect. 


Trying to forecast a timetable on how quotas 


could be imposed on 1950 potatoes shows what 
kind of trouble the government might be letting 
itself in for if the Lucas proposals passed Con- 
gress. They are now in the form of riders to 
a bill amending 
cotton acreage 
limitations. 


Assume these amendments could be rushed 
through Congress by the end of February. 
It 


would then take two or three months for the 
Department of Agriculture to print ballots, dis- 
tribute them, have the farmers vote by mail 
and tabulate the results. 


It would thus be some time in May before 


the quotas could be calculated and assigned. 
By that time nearly all U. S. potatoes are 
planted. And, of course, there is always the 
risk that the quotas might be voted down by 
a third or more of the 20,000 U. S. commercial 
growers who planted three acres or more in 
potatoes last year. 
Lucas Stirs Political Rumblings 
Senator Lucas' interest in pushing through 


his proposal to end potato price supports unless 
quotas are imposed is, of course, well inten- 
tioned. It is aiming at ending quickly what has 
become a national scandal on potato price sup- 
port payments. Illinois is not a major potato 
producing state. It had only about 1200 acres 
in commercial potatoes last year—about 1 per 
cent of the U. S. total. 


Illinois corn farmers, however, have a genuine 


interest in this issue. If the potato price sup- 
port thing gets any worse, the whole price- 
support program may be endangered for all 
other crops. 


In view of objections from the National 


Potato Council—the growers' trade association 
and Washington lobby—it is possible that the 
Lucas proposals will be toned down. They might 
be made to apply to the 1951 crop, for instance. 
That would mean the government would have 
to muddle through, somehow, under the present 
program for 1950, at a loss of $80,000,000 to 
$100,000,000. 


What the Department of Agriculture is really 


afraid of is that if the potato rules are now 
changed in the middle of a crop year, it will 
undermine the farmers' confidence in all other 
government promises. 


The Lucas proposals would, however, 
take 


the department off a $100,000,000 hook, and 
that might be the simplest solution for a sorry 
mess.

FURTHER SUGGESTIONS OF HOW NOT TO 


DEAL WITH RESENTMENTS 


Yesteiday we considered two ways we are not to use in 


dealing with resentments and hates, namely, suppiession and 
expression. 
To suppress them means to create a sore boil at 


the center of our subconscious being. To express them makes 
us sore boils on the body of our social relationships. Morever, 
if we give people "a piece of our mind," we shall probably lose 
our own peace of mind! 


(3) Nor is there much use in trying to run away from cir- 


cumstances which give rise to resentments. A doctor found a 
patient nervous, unable to sleep, collapsed. He asked it his 
home relations were adjusted and happy, and was told that 
they were. Then, as an afterthought, the patient replied that 
he and his mother-in-law didn't get on. That was the point 
of conflict. 
The doctor sent him and his wife off for a vaca- 


tion, away from the mother-in-law. 
Good, but not good enough; 


for while there would be temporary respite and a letting down 
of tensions, yet they would tighten up again as the prospect 
loomed up of having to meet the same situation. The remedy 
was a mere temporizing, for the relief was only temporary. 


(4) To try to do as one woman said she did is good, but 


also not good enough: "When filled with resentments I would 
go to the piano and bang out my resentments through Mozart's 
Sonatas, with apologies to Mozart." That would give temporary 
relief and act as a feeling drainer, but it did not tackle the 
causes. 


(5) Nor will it do to nurse our resentments in our minds. 
That only makes them worse. 
They will carry over into the 


whole of life and spoil it. One woman said that when she 
entered the quiet time for prayer, the only thing she could do 
when she became quiet was "to chew on my resentments." The 
quiet time simply brought to the surface what was a continuous 
fact—a nursed grievance. 


All of these methods are attempts to heal over a boil. And 


co heal over a boil is a dangerous act—it may drive the poison 
in. The poison must be diawn up and out. 


O my father, I am tempted to do everything about these 


resentments—everything except the one thing I must do: get 
them up and out. But I shall resist that temptation and be 
Inexorable with myself. I shall need Thy help, for I cannot 
get them up alone. The roots have gone deep. Help me. 
Amen.

Should Make You Feel Better

Long-continued 
bad 
posture 


may cause real harm to the hu- 
man body. It produces too much 
stretching of some muscles and 
ligaments and too much relaxa- 
tion of others. It often interferes 
with the proper free flow of blood. 


Shallow breathing comes with 


poor posture. This will cause a 
reduced supply of oxygen to the 
tissues which need them. 
Bad 


posture tends to cause drowsiness 
and sluggishness; the mental atti-; 
tude may be depressed and slow. 
Pains in the legs, back or feet and 
undue 
fatigue 
are 
frequently 


symptoms of poor posture. 


Standing, sitting and lying are 


the 
three 
important 
postures. 


Good standing posture does no 
necessarily mean the position ol 
attention required of military men 
on parade. 
As a matter of fact 


long-continued standing at atten- 
tion slows the blood circulation 
and too much blood gathers in the 
lower extremities. 


Many men, if required to stand 


at attention long, especially in 
hot weather, will faint for this 
reason. 
Obviously they are not 


responsible for this fainting which 
is due to a lack of blood supply 
in the brain. 


In standing the weight may be 


shifted from one foot to another 
and from the heel to the toes. The 
body, which is allowed to make 
such shifts, becomes less tired and 
the muscles less tense. The body

Umpire Tells 
Of New Rules 
In Baseball 


Bill Stewart 
Admits Umpires 
Make Mistakes 


CLEARWATER, Fla., March 2— 


(&)—Bill 
Stewart 
has admitted 


that baseball umpires do mai 
(pardon the expression) mistakes. 


The 
short, 
chunky National 


League arbiter might be thrown 
out of the umpires union for such 
a remark but evidently he thougnt 
it was the better part of valor 
as he briefed the Philadelphia 
Phillies on 1950 rules. 


Stewart began his talk by say- 


ing he was the first to admit that 
baseball umpires do make mis- 
takes. 


Stewart lectured at great length 


yesterday on the new strike zone, 
on the balk rule and on the new 
regulation forbi. ding a base run- 
ner lo deliberately crash into an 
infielder lo Ihwart a double play. 


Here's one that all baseball fans 


should be interested in. Before you 
boo the ball and strike decisions 
this season, pasle Stewart's state- 
ment in your hat: 


Erroneously Defined 
"The 
strike zone always has 


been erroneously defined in the 
rule book. 
The rule names the 


strike boundaries as "between the 
shoulders and the knees. 


"It was never that high,'' Stew- 


art declared, adding, "the strike 
always was called from the arm 
pits to the knees." 


Discussing the mixups and fly- 


ing blocks players use trying to 
breakup the double play, Stewart 
said that henceforth the base run- 
ner must make a sincere effort to 
go for the bag and not for the 
infielder. 


Slight Change in Balk Rule 
The pitchers' balk rule has been 


changed slightly. 


One section of the balk rule 


used to read that the pitcher, with 
men on base, must come to "a 
complete stop" after taking his 
stretch. This year the rule is more 
definite and times the stop at one 
second. 


Another change concerns pick- 


ing runners off base. If a pitcher 
steps off the rubber and then 
makes a wild throw and the ball 
goes into the stands, a'runner gets 
two bases instead of one. If the 
pitcher is still in contact with 
the rubber and has not balked, 
the runner gets only one base. 


The catchers' balk reverts to 


the old rule again this season. A 
catcher may stand as far away 
from the plate as he wants in is- 
suing an intentional walk to a 
batter. Last year they made the 
catcher stay within a specific dis- 
tance of the plate.

more at this juncture than gov- 
ernment on a non-contentious ba- 
sis. 


Bound to Be Another Election 
There is a fair chance—though) 


no certainty—that this is what 
the country will get for a time. 
Of 
course, under 
the 
circum- 


stances there is bound to be an- 
other general election before very 
long. But the current disposition 
of the ambitious conservatives un- 
der 
the 
leadership of Winston 


Churchill seems to be not to force 
the issue right now unless the So- 
cialists raise a highly controver- 
sial 
issue. 
This 
the 
Socialists 


aren't expected to do. 


There are two very good rea- 


sons why both 
the 
government 


and its opposition aren't anxious 
for another general election in the 
near future. 
One is that a quick 


election would be terribly disqui- 
eting for the country.- 
and 
the 


other is that the actual monetary 
cost of elections is a great drain 
on party resources. 
Burden on Attlee 
The burden of avoiding highly 


controversial measures naturally 
falls mainly on the shoulders of 
Prime Minister Attlee 
and 
his 


cabinet. 
On innocuous, business, 


and in matters of high importance 
for the good of the country, he 
may 
expect 
cooperation 
from 


Churchill 
and 
the conservative 


rank and_file. 


At this juncture one can see 


four issues which might precip- 
itate a dog fight and another gen- 
eral election, unless Attlee treads 
most circumspectly. The first one 
is the King's 
speech 
from 
the 


throne, which will be delivered 
March 6. 
This is a forecast of 


the government's program. Should 
this be too socialistic in tone it 
would be sure to draw heavy lire 
from the conservatives 
when it 


comes xip for a vote o£ approval 
in parliament. 


Then there is the touchy ques- 


tion of frozen wages and divi- 
dends. The trade unions are very 
restive and so, of course, are the 
folks who are waiting for their 
dividends. 


Another Controversial Matter 
A third and highly controver- 


sial matter is completion of the 
nationalization 
of the 
country's 


great steel industry. 
Parliament 


already has authorized the na- 
tionalization, but an attempt by 
the government to implement this 
drastic move would 
produce a 


big fight. 


And finally in April the na- 


tional budget will be introduced 
in commons. 
At the best this is 


bound to be full of fireworks be- 
cause 
of 
the 
country's critical 


financial position.

Penalty cards have long been 
a bone of contention. The easi- 
est way to get around them is to 
carefully count your points before 
melding. Here's what should have 
happened to one of my readers 
who didn't: 


Q—I had 2 kings and a joker 


down on the table, but they were 
penalty cards. 
On the previous 


round I had melded 3 kings and a 
joker, not sufficient for our mini- 
mum requirement of 90. 
I had 


discarded one of the kings. At his 
turn my partner melded 90 points, 
but the next player, my right-hand 
opponent, went out. 


I claimed that as long as my 


partner had made an initial meld, 
my joker and 2 kings counted as a 
meld. 
The opponents said they 


counted as if they were in my 
hand. 
Was I right? 


A—No. Your opponents were 


right. 
Penalty cards count the 


same as if they were in your hand 
until you either discard them or 
meld them. If the play had come 
around to you again, you might 
have elected to use your joker in 
some other fashion, and leave the 
2 kings as penalty cards. But in 
any case, until you have a turn to 
play, they remain penalty cards 
* 
* » 


Q—My friend A. had enough 


count in his own hand to meld 90, 
his initial requirement, but he 
wanted the pack. The up-card was 
* ten. 
He put down 2 tens, and 


took the up-card of the pack, then 
melded enough cards from his 
hand to meet the minimum count 
of 90. Now he took another ten 
from his hand and added it to the 
3 teni already on the board, after 
which he picked up the pack. Did 
he have the right to take the pack, 
since he did not need that up-card 
to complete his initial meld, hav- 
ing another ten in his hand which 
would have completed it without 
the ten on top of the pack? 


A—Yes, your friend had a per- 


fect right to take the pack in this 
situation. 
The top card .of the 


pack may be used (but no other 
card of the pack) in counting to 
the minimum for the initial meld, 
regardless of whether or not the 
player would be able to complete 
his initial meld from his own hand 
without the up-card.

Q — When a player discards a 


card that matches an opponent's 
meld, does the opponent have to 
pick up the pack? 


A— Only if there are no cards 


remaining in the stock pile, he 
may always choose whether to 
take the pack or draw from the 
stock pile. 


Q— What if the penalty if you 


•re caught with a black trey when 
someone goes out? 


A — There is no penalty except 


that it counts 5 against you.
